We  the  class  of  1957,  who  are  about  to  board  our  ship  of  destiny,  find  our- 
selves remembering  the  things  that  our  days  at  Grafton  have  given  us,  and  recall 
every  vivid  detail  of  every  memory  shared  by  all.
